STATE PAPERS. 
DiEsaTe ON THE New CONSTITUTION IN 
SWEDEN. 


8 Ke meeting of the Nob/e/e on the 17th of laft 
month laited from eleven o’clock in the morn- 
ing till feven in the evening: . 

The Vice. Marefchal, Colonel Lilienhorn, inform- 
ed the Hnufe, that&the Secret Committee had voted 
a fum of money for carrying on the war.’ He then 
read a meflage fons the King to this purpole : 

“ That his Majelty having granted the term of | 
three weeks to the Nobleffe for their deliberations on 
the Act of Safety, it was now his Majelty’s pleafure 
that they thould give an immediate and decided opi- 
nion, as the threé other orders affembled in the State- 
hall had given cow fent three diiferent times in the pre- 








iiee in their private aflemblies, had-canied their 
feals to be affixed by their fpeakers, in the prefence 
of the King.” ' 
The Vice Marefchal then obtefted the members to 
conduct their deli i i forare? 
po piigiatimecndedto-be tegilteréed, OF” great 
rength 5 in the courfe of which he comibited the act 
point by point, a» undertook to prove that it would 
effeét an entire change of the Government, as fettled 
in 1771: That many of the articles contradicted one 
another 3 and that dthers of them were capable of a 
fenfe different from the tenets of the whole: That it 
was expredsly cohtrary to the’ conftitution of 1772, 
that the king fhould have the power to make war; 
and that this gave the king the power of levying mo-_ 
ney dy taxes; for if he could make war, +he:could of *, 
courfe raife taxes when he thought proper ; and by } 
this means the privilege of taxing themfelves, whi fi | 
belonged to the Swedifh nation, was now a mere chi- 
mera; and that a power in the king te manage the 
revenue at pleafure, was contrary'to the Conftitution | 
of 1772, as well as to a refohition of the Diet-in 1786. | 
But, he added, the article which enables the king to 
achniniiter juftice in what manner he pleafed, is unex- 
anplid in the hjftory of any civilized county ; and 
was noreover exprefsly contrary to the act, which 
appoiats that his‘ Majefty fhall have only two votes in 
the Senate, in affairs which relate to the admfnitltra- 
tion of juftice 3. that-ds towhat cancers the Nobleffe 
in particular, their priyileges were maniteftly infiin- 
ged upon, contrary to the oath taken’ by. fo many 
Kings of the Houfe of Vafa, and to the oath of his 
Majelty Guftavus, fworn three times. The; Count 
concluded with this declaration, That as the pream- 
ble. and conclufion of the act of Government of 1772, 
tied up the hands both.of the King and Senators from 
making any change in the conititution, he was there- 
fore compelled to reject in tots the new A of Surety. 
Baron Duwall faid, “* That the Dictamen-of Count 
Douglas was {0 juftly worded, as to leave him. inca- 
pable of offering any'thing better: He read his pro- 
teft accordingly againft the new aé, and was follow- 
ed in this by Barons Wachtmeifter and Poffe ; the 
Counts Cloats, Lowenhaupt, and Hamilton, Baron 
Beilke,, Meff.. Plieff,, Duben, Aldermark, Horn; Ma- 
jor Stedit, and others, to the number of thirty-three. 
Count Wachtmeiiter quoted. in his, proteft the fol- 
lowing afticle ‘of’ the old“Cconftitution, ‘ That if the | 
ing made any attempt to change or iupvert te ¢ ‘on- 
ftitution, hig fubjects were from’that moment relealed 


Profeffor Schulzenheim made a long fpeech on the 
néwiact.

A curious inftance of fmuggling occurt<4 
days fince at Corke. The Maria Louifa, ai 
bound from Bourdeaux to that city, arrived «4 
harbour, laden with a valuable cargo of w_ne. 
captain made overtures to the revenue officers ta 
{muggle the cargo; but a difference having arifen in 
refpect to the premium, the Surveyor was apprifed 
by his faithful minions of the captain’s intention. 
In confequence of this, rour additional Spies were 
placed on board, and commanded to ulé their ut- 
moft vigilance to prevent ang illicit practices. The 
captain run the veilel up to the Quay of Corks 
where, through the aid of a large cable, which con- 
cealed a leather pipe, and which was conveyed from 
the fhow to the merchant’s ftores, the whole cargo 
was completely fmuggled. On a fearch being made 
a few days after, nothing was found but a number 
of empty cafks,. The Broad Arrow was inferted 
on the veffel, but the refult of a legal enquiry was, 
that the thip could not be detained.

The Burgefles of Elgin would probably not have 
troubled you, Mr Printer, with the following detail 
of faéts, had they not thought themfelves called u- 
pon by what has thus appeared in and along with the 
addrefs to his Majeity fromenine out of 17 Members, 
compofing the Town Council. 

" §ome days previous to:the meeting of the Burgrfles 
of the burgh of Elgin, moft of the principal inhabi- 
tants, merchants, manufacturers, the Convener, Dea- 
cons, and fix incorporated trades, had notice given 
them, that a meeting was to be held in the Mafon 
Hall, at eleven o’clock forenoon, on BMt.aday the 23d 
of March, in order to confider of a congratulatory 
a $ to his Majefty, and another to the Prince of 
Wales. The gentlemen of the Guildry, with teveral 
other refpectablé inhabitants, met at the Hall a litle 
before eleven, and fon after, -the Convener and fix 
Deacons, at the head of their refpective trades, with 
colours flying, mufic playing, and the town drum 
beating, walked in proceflion to the place of meeting. 
They were followed by the fucieties of Free Mefons 
and Gardeners, and the whole welcomed at their en- 
try to the Hall by their fellow burgeffes, who had 
before’ ftationed themfelves there to receive them. 
The addreffes were then read, and being unanimoutfly 
approved of, were figned by near 200 of the principal 
burgeffes and heritors refident in the burgh. Between 
two and three o’clock in the afternoon, when the bu- 
finefs of the meeting was concluded, the Convener, 
Deacons, with the "I'rades, and Societies of Free Ma- 
fons and Gardeners, returned from the Hall to din- 
ner, in the fame order of proceflion as they went to 
it. In the evening, i!luminations took place, and the 
inhabitants of every defcription joined in “exprefling 
the moft lively joy on the happy event of their belo- 
ved Sovercign’s reftoration to health. 

The Magiftrates did, on the morning on Monday, 

March 23d, with an intention, as fuppoted, to divide 
the Burgeffes, and fruftrate their propofed meeting, 
fend cards of invitation to feveral of the inhabitants, 
requelting their attendance at the Council Chamber, 
by twelve-o’clock, in order, as they gave out, “ to 
* confider of an Addrefs to his Majefty.” The fend- 
ing thefe cards, However, there is good reafon to be- 
lieve, never entered into their heads before the Sun- 
day afternoon, though they were ante-dated “ Satur- 
day.” The manceuvre, after all, had not the defign- 
ed effect ; for except fuch of the nine Counfellors a- 
bove mentioned as are Herirors, and one or two 
tradefmen, who, after figning the Addreffes at the 
Mafon-hall, prompted by curiofity, ftept into the 
Council Chamber——of near 3000 fouls living in the 
town of Elgin, as nearly as we can learn, no more 
than four refiding Heritors deigned to attend the 
meeting of Council. One of thefe gentlemen had 
not got notice of the meeting of Burgeffes, otherwife 
he-declared he would have joined them ; a fecond 
figned the Addrefs from the Burgefles ; and a third is 
a reverend clergyman, who, if fame fays true; fram- 
ed the Addrefs.
